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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the insertion of "coupleable to a pulse generator 1 ' and "an active" fixation device, in claim 9, would require 
further search and consideration.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are directed to the new limitations 
that will require further search and consideration. The argument that a terminal disclaimer was provided to overcome the 103 rejection in 
view of Janke et al is not persuasive since a terminal disclaimer only overcomes a double patenting rejection. In addition, the double 
patenting rejection has not been withdrawn since the terminal disclaimer has not been approved. The attorney who signed the terminal 
disclaimer is not an attorney of record. The argument that the applicant traverses the single reference rejections since not all the recited 
elements of the claims are found in the cited references is not persuasive. The examiner realizes that the single references used in the 
103 rejections do not provide all the cited elements. Therefore, the examiner provided the 103 rejections to show that the references lack 
certain claimed elements, but those elements being obvious and well known in the art. All of these elements that are well known in the 
art were cited in previous actions, such as the drug coating on a helix, 5776178, insulation on a helix, 5871531, mesh screen, 5217028, 
5871529, 4444206, and fixation device with insulation and an active material in the insulation, 5902329, 5551427. The IDS was not 
considered because it did not contain a statement under 37 CFR 1.97(e) for an IDS that was filed after final rejection. 
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
